The jail break brings to over 
40 the number of prisoners who 
have escaped from the jail In 
the past four years. 

Couch and Smedley are charg- 
ed with breaking into the Spec 
Cornett Distributing Co. last 
year and stealing over $5 000 
in electric dynamite caps. 

Fugate broke into the bus 
station last year. Colwell broke 
lr'o the Allison Minhrd store 
on Big Leatherwood last lun- 
mer, and Anderson is charged 
with robbing a schoolteacher it 
Yerkes.

Hectic Session Marks First Meeting Of New Board 



Hazard residents packed city hall here, last Monday night, 
and if what they saw and heard is an indication of the future, 
then the city’s Board of Commissioners Is in for it’s stormiest 
two years on record 

The meeting was the first for the new Board of Commis- 
sioners. Battle lines — the old vs. the new— ^ were drawn on the 
first motion, and a note of disharmony rang out time and again 
during the two hour session. 

Sworn into office were Mayor Douglas Combs and Com- 
missioner Calloway Colwell— the old— and Commissioner 

George Feltner, a small, built, but vocal resident of the Walker- 
town section of Hazard. Feltner was the "new." 

Before the meeting was over, Feltner had: 

1 promised to circulate a petition which would abolish the 
city’s present form of governmem — Commissioner-manager — in 
favor of the M lyor-council. 

2 accused Combs and Colwell of acting in “bad taste" for 
not moving that he be elected mayor pro-tem: 

3. demanded the firing of City Alcoholic Beverage Admin- 
istrator Cl:ude Petrey; 

4. said the Board had made a mistake when it hired Hobert 
Wooten as city manager; 

5 denounced an appropriation resolution (preliminary draft 
of 1958 budget because of a tax feature which would increase 
assessments from 50 to 60 percent of the property valuation 

6 urged that Hisard he returned to the status of a fourth 
class city from it’s present hird class status 

All in all. It was possibly the stormiest Commissioner meet 
Ing in years in this Eastern Kentucky of 8 500, 

Despite the hectic session, however, the hoard; 

1 In a 2-1 vote with Feltner objecting, approved the elec 
tion of Colwell as mayor pro-tem. 

2 With the same lineup, approved the resolution and tai 
increase authorising a 1958 budget with appropriMlona of 
$215,916 87 

3 Unanimously approved a 10-polnt development program 
for Hazard in 1958. Including public bousing, completion of a 
slum clearance program here, and construction of a sewage 

disposal plant; and 

4 Unanimously abolished the office of city auditor and 

h.red Z Coleman Daniel, local real eet.de man, as city assessor 
for 1958. 

The lid blow off immediately after the tbrtv-mau board 



was sworn Into office by City Judge Ralph Peters. 

In the first act of business, Mayor Combs moved that Col- 
well be elected mayor pro-tem. 

In his motion, Mayor Combs made references to the fact 
that Colwell Is the senior Commissioner on the board. 

Feltner, refusing to second the motion, accused the board 
of acting in "bad taste," Indicating the office should have been 
on the basis of his election majority. 

In unofficial returns, Feltner got 1.249 votes, Combs, 1,307 
and Colwell, 992 Combs and Colwell were first elected com- 
missioners in 1955; Combs became mayor upon the death of 
the late Mayor Gene Baker in 1956. 

During d’seussion of the motion, Feltner said: 

"I had been told that this might happen, but I just didn’t 
anticipate it You tnkp a fellow with nearly a 300 majority — the 
publ'p wnr’t l*ke ♦ his. They don’t like this." 

Throughout the meeting. Feltner repeatedly broke In with 
cpmm®n! «bnut 'he rity’i A B C. administrator — Petrey. 

His first reference was made when he said: 

There i* a "man holding in important position in this city’’ 
that should be removed. Feltner continued: 

"I’ll prove that man needs to be fired.'* 

Later, Feltner told the board: 

‘i’ll give you 30 day* to get rid of this one fellow and the 
board knows aihout It.” 

It wasn’t until still later that Feltner revealed “Petrey" by 
name He declined during and after the meeting to enunciate 
any charge* against Petrey, but said that if nothing were done 
by the board in the next 30 days, he would bring charges out 
at the February meeting of the Board of Commissioners. 

At one point, during an exchange with Colwell, Feltner said 
of Petrey: 

"It is my recommendation to relieve him” from office. 

Petrey, 68 according to one official, is emnloved by the 
L & N railroad here. 

During the diacusalcr of the appropriation resolution Felt- 
ner said: 

"The people are sick arid tired of taxes," and indicated the 
eity had kept the Information of the 10 percent tax increase, 
away from the people 

He jeeu-ed the past board* of **ra^ro.MilnB■ , mue” over the 
people of llatard, and said: 

"1 can show you some leaks in this city," and made a re 



ference to the town being run as a "family affair.” He did not 
elaborate on this comment. 

Continuing. Feltner said; 

“I’m not for taxing these people In this eity. They’ll ride 
you out of the town on a rail "if tared anymore.” 

It was during the tax argument that Feltner commented 
the city made a mistake in hiring Hobert Wooten as city man- 
ager. 

Feltner told the board: 

"We need a little more moral courage.” and said this was 
lacking in the city. 

He continued by saying he was against any form of govern- 
ment which permitted one man to buy for $100 what could be 
purchased for $75. Feltner said this had been done locally. 

He said all purchases by the city should be on a bid basis, 
that the city girbage collection should be contracted out, and 
people coming into Hazard left alone to "drink a beer ” 

Feftner said the police have been instructed to pass out 
"tickets, tickets, tickets," implying the town is getting a bad 
name. 

He attacked the county sheriff’s office, saying the city 
shouM talk with the county about stopping the deputies from 
wearing “hog legs (pistols)" about the town His stitement was 
an appareivt reference to the fact that Perry County deputies 
usually wear bolstered, pistols into town The pistols are often 
In full view of the public. 

Another remark made by Feltner was that the city needs 
an outlet from Big Bottom to the top of Baker Hill and Peter’s 
Peak The outlet would serve as an emergency road in time of 
flood 

During discussion on a motion calling for the adoption of 
a 10 point program for the city in 1958, Feltner commented the 
city was paying too much attention for “big things" and neglect- 
ing "little things." 

He commented that before the election there was plenty 
of Red Dog for "everything" on this side of the river, but no- 
thing for the ‘Yards,” a low Income section of Hazard. 

At this point, Feltner told Colwell, he could have beaten 
him by 300 votes, and told Combs he cou-J have teamed with 
Aaron Turner to beat the Mayor "two to one." Turner was 
« candidate for mayor In the November election. 

The question uf the mayor-commission vs. mayor-council 
'oral of government cropped up when Feltner said: 



"We definately need to get this city bich In the council 
form of government.” He promised to investigate the city-man- 
ager form to the fullest 

He told the gatherlnf: 

If you don’t break" up the dty manager government here 
within the next two yeare, it will never be done Feltner made 
reference to the fact that he has two years to serve In office. 

Ed’s Note; In a statement issued for publication, yesterdiy, 
see elsewhere in paper, Commissioner Feltnei said he did not 
ask that the eity be returned to a status of a fourth class city). 

Faulkner said: 

"The city of Hazard can operate better under a fourth class 
charter than under the third." U was noted during the discus- 
sion that when Hazard became a fourth class city in 1950, the 
population was approximately “10,000" One person present 
said It had now fallen to between 5 and 6 thousand. 

Faulkner noted that the only way to return to the status 
of a fourth class city would be through the legislature. One of 
the handicaps of the third class, he explained was the higher 
amount of money necessary to run the government. 

In reply to a question by Feltner, Faulkner said any city 
could return to the council form of government without action 
by the legislature. 

Throughout Monday night’s session, Feltner repeated the 
need for returning to the council form, and promised to cir- 
culate a petition amot>g voters cilling for a referendum on this 
question. 

Other remarks by Feltner throughout the meetiny gave in- 
dicate that future session of the Board would be colorful and 
turbulent. 

The stormy body repairman during the voting on discussion 
on Daniel's application for dty assessor, remarked to Ma>or 
Combs and Colwell: * 

You’ve already lot your mind made up. So go ahead and 
do what you want.” 

When it came his turn to vote on this motion, Feltner said: 

"I heard ‘for it’ so mu oh I going to change the tune.” He 
voted favorably with "OK.” 

During the argument on government, he remarked: 

"We don’t need * city manager anymore than a hog oaeds 
a side sadd'e.” 

He repeatedly made reference to going “to the people” to 
get hi* program accomplished

When veterans mail their 
June G 1 life insurance prem- 
iums with the rotice Veterans 
Administration provides for th" 
January payment things got a 
little confusing, says VA 

Every year, near a policy an- 
nfver »ry date. V.\ sends ape- 
ket of T2 premium notices ‘o 
each veteran who prvs his 
premiums monthly by direct re- 
mittance to the agency. 

Printed on each notice is the 
month’s premium for which it 
should be u c cd, along with thQ 
veteran's name, policy number, 
and accounting data. 

Seems simple, but it isn’t, 
says the agency. 

Every month, thousands of 
notices are received which bear 
the name of the wrong month 
for the payment enclosed. 

Each veteran then must be 
notified of the error and pro- 
vided writh a replacement no- 
tice. This costs tax dollars 
which otherwise would be sav- 
ed, VA said.

We All Go Aqain 

Here we go again! 

For the third time in the past 10 years, it 
appears the State legislature is to fight out 
the question of how old a child should be be- 
fore allowed to start school. 

The present law allows children, who will 
be 6 on or before the following December 30, 
to enter the fir«t grade in September. 

Prior to 1 18, children were required to 
be 6 on or bo r >re Sept 30 before they could 
enter first grades in the public schools. 

The 1948 « ssion amended this law by al- 
lowing children *o enter the first grade if they 
would become 6 during the school year. This 
amendment brought a flood of 54 year olds 
into the public -chool system. 

Then in If. 50, in an efort to curtail this 
liberal entranc age requ rement, the legis- 
lature changed the law so that only those chil- 
dren reaching their sixth birthd'ys bv Sept 1 
could enter school. Parents ba ked here and 
the legislature conceeded by jetting up the 
present law. 

We are frankly amazed t'-at the L.R C. 
should even bring up thi- propcsil in the man- 
ner in which it has Ther’ has been no public 
explanation given for why the present law 
should be changed And what matters whether 
a child becomes 6 before Oct. 1 or Dec 31. 

We could also note age is at best a poor 
m» 'hcd for determining if a child is ready for 
school There are children at 6 who are still at 
least three years away from being ready for 
school —and other at 3 ^ho are more advanced 
than many second and third gr ders. 

A better approach might be the IQ, com- 
prehension, and similar tests which have been 
devised to determine a child’s talents and learn- 
ing ability.
